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25 April 1958 


The regular quarterly meeting of The Board of Trustee* of 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art we* held at the Gallery at 10*30 o'clock. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the other members present being 
Mrs. Hall and Messrs. Fleming. Glover, Thom, Bradley, Wilson and Finley. The 
Secretary, Assistant Treasurer, Assistant Secretary and Comptroller were also 
present. 


The Chair stated, that in the absence of objection, and there 
being no correction* suggested, the minutes of the meeting of January 27th, 

1958 be approved a* written. 

It was decided to have no meeting of The Board in June. In¬ 
stead the next quarterly meeting is scheduled tentatively for Monday, July 
14th. 

The Secretary reported that Meedame* Bliss and Post had accept¬ 
ed re-election to The Council. 

Consideration of setting a data for a Joint meeting of The Board 
and The Council, and discussion of an agenda for such a meeting wea passed. The 
Preeident, with the aesiatanee of the Officers and Messrs. Finley and Glover, 
are to study the matter and make a definitive report with recommendations for 
action no later than the October meeting. 

The Secretary offered the following resolutions which were unan¬ 
imously adopteds 

RBSOLVKP : That it ia with the greatest reluctance that the resig¬ 
nation of I. J. Roberts, aa an employee, be accepted in accordance with his wish. 

The Board wishes to empress its appreciation for his eighteen years of devoted 
service to this institution. His thoroughness and efficiency in handling the fi¬ 
nancial affairs of the Gallery have been exceptional and hia advice on all of the 
many matters which have been referred to him has always been sound and wise. Hia 
engaging personal qualities of friendliness and sympathy have made him the personal 
friend of all with idiom he came in contact and on his retirement he carries the 
best wishes of the members of The Board and the Staff of the Gallery. The Board 
ia glad that he will continue aa Assistant Treasurer to make available hi* good 
counsel and thus maintain his connection with the affair* of the Gallery. 

RESOLVED : That the President and the Board of Trustees of The Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art extend their grateful appreciation to The Lincoln National 
Bank for the donation of three hundred dollars for the Jean Caaadeaua concert which 
was enjoyed by one of the largest gathering* in the history of our concert series. 

RESOLVED * That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
extend its most sincere appreciation to The Women's Committee of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art for their Third Annual Ball for the benefit of the Gallery. The success of 
The Ball reflects credit am The Committee as a whole and the Individual members of 
the Ball Committee who worked hard to assure its popularity. 








The Treasurer presented his Interim Report which was accepted with 
the thanks of The hoard. He also presented the report of the auditors covering 
the year ending December 31, 1957. which, being without exceptions, was ordered 
filed. 

The Treasurer then formally introduced to The hoard the new Assle» 
tant Treasurer, Mr. Edward A. Mitchell, Jr., and the Caqptroflur, Mr. frank 0. 

Parulski. 

The Treasurer presented the Operation of the Budget, and explained 
the reasons why there was an apparent over-expenditure for the first quarter. 

The Director reported that he had submitted a request to the Eugene 
and Agnes B. Meyer Foundation for a grant-in-aid in connection with the Gallery's 
Centennial plans. He stated that the Trustees of the foundation had the proposal 
under consideration and would approach the Officer# of the Gallery for information 
pending final consideration. 

After discussion of the Gallery's needs for additional income the 
following resolutions were adapted! 

RESOLVED i That the President be and ia hereby authorised to engage 
the services of Randolph Bishop to conduct a survey of the Gallery's fund raising 
potentialities, provided the coat of the survey is, in hie opinion, reasonable. 

RESOLVED i That the grateful appreciation of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art be and are hereby extended to Anna B. Clark for her 
gift of $5,000.00 towards the upkeep end maintenance of the William A. Clark Wing 
and Collections for the year 1959. This gift ia more than usually welcome as the 
needs of the Clark Wing and Collections are more urgent and heavier than was antic* 
ipated when the budget for 1958 was drawn up. 

The Secretary reported that the costa of the Living Today exhibition, 
including expenditures incurred in 1957, amounted as of April 9th to $1,292.31. Me 
stated that since approximately $700.00 had been received from the sale of ticket# 
and catalogues, in the first four days of the exhibition, it might reasonably be ex¬ 
pected that the exhibition would be without cost to the Gallery. 

The secretary offered the two following resolution# which were adopted! 

RESOLVED i That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art 
extend their gratiful appreciation to the Owena-Corning Fiberglas Corporation for 
their generous contribution of two acoustical ceilings end other figerglas materials 
*** the exhibition. 

RESOLVED ! That the thanks of the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran 
Gallery of Art be and are hereby extended to the Camellia Society of the Potomac Val¬ 
ley not only for the recent further donation of additional camellia and assies plants, 
but also for the care and attention extended on the preservation of the beautiful 
specimens given earlier. 

Mr. Bradley then presented the report of the Committee on the Building 
and Grounds which was ordered placed on file. Consideration of the installation of a 
more attractive entrance vestibule, and suspended ceilings in galleries 62, 83, and 64, 
were referred to the Committee on The Building for further study and report.

The President was authorised to appoint a committee of Trustees to meet with a 
similar group of Trustees of the Institute of Contemporary Arts to see if an arrange¬ 
ment satisfactory to both institutions can be arrived at covering the use of space 
at the Gallery by the Institute for the next year, and to discuss generally the re¬ 
lations of the two institutions. Neither the Director of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art. nor the Director of the Institute of Contemporary Arts, were to seat with the 
Trustees of their respective organisations at this discussion.

Two additional drawings by the same artist did not sell and 
have been returned to the Gallery.

The 
Director was asked to offer as a talking point $5,500 and $1,000 respectively. Mr. 
Wilson has generously offered to contribute a sum towards the purchase of the Jarvis. 
The other paintings were not approved. 

APPRAISAL OF BIDDLE COLLECTION 

Douglas MacAgy, Director of Research, Wildenstein Gallery, New York, has 
appraised the collections of Mr. and Mrs. Francis Biddle on behalf of the Gallery. 

The collection was appraised at $65,150. 








THE GEORGE BIDDLE COLLECTION 
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In conversation, later confirmed in a letter to the Director, Mr. George 
Biddle has stated his intention of bequeathing his collection to the Gallery.

Your Committee does not recommend the acceptance of ;the offer of the gift of 
a painting by Abram Archibald Anderson offerd by Dr. E. A. Campbell on the basis of the 
group of photographs submitted. 

POSSIBLE CALDER GIFT 

The Director reports that Mrs. Morehead Patterson is contemplating offering 
the Gallery as a gift the Calder mobile (#17) she purchased from our exhibition. 

POSSIBLE GIFT OF A PORTRAIT OF COLONEL JOHN D. HARTIGAN BY PENNOYER BY THE SUBJECT 

The Director reports that Colonel Hartigan has written of his intention to 
offer the Gallery his portrait by A. Sheldon Pennoyer, at a later date. 

REPLY FROM TOLEDO MUSEUM REGARDING THE 26TH BIENNIAL EXHIBITION 

The Director of The Toledo Museum of Art has written Mr. Williams that after 
considering the Corcoran Gallery’s terms in regard to the rental fee for the 26th Biennia . 
Exhibition in Toledo, he finds it impossible to accept. 







AUTHORIZATION OF SPECIAL EXHIBITIONS 
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Your Committee has authorized a special exhibition of paintings by William 
Getman from May 27 through August 24, 1958. 

LOWENTHAL-HALPERT COLLECTION 

The Director has been in correspondence with Mrs. Edith Gregor Halpert and 
Mr. and Mrs. Milton Lowenthal of New York about the projected temporary exhibition at 
the Gallery of The Lowenthal-Halpert Collections. The matter may be considered dormant. 

FINE ARTS INSURANCE 

Under the new policy considerable savings may be expected. The Gallery, in 
addition to the cost of the basic premium, in 1957, paid our agent $1,496.14 to cover 
various loans. For this coverage under our new policy the cost would have been $619.20 
or a saving of $876.94. 

CENTENARY EXHIBITION 

A list of fifty-five paintings of the first rank in the Gallery*s collections 
has been drawn up and approved by officials of Wildenstein Gallery, New York, and was 
also submitted to this Committee. Your Committee has added the Lincoln portrait by 
Healy to the list. The exhibition at Wildenstein*s will run from January 28 to March 
7, 1959. Photographs of the paintings are being assembled so that work can start on 
the catalogue of the exhibition. 

Mr. Hotchkiss has been engaged in going through old newspapers and records 
in order to find a definite date for the laying of the cornerstone of the first Cor¬ 
coran Gallery.

Logging both by Winslow Homer to The National Gallery of Art 

Your Committee makes no recommendation respecting the request for the loan 
of two Tapestries to the Musee d*Histoire et d*Archeologie, Tournai, Belgium. 

ACCESSIONING PROGRESS 

All primary manuscript sources of accessioning information have been titled, 
numbered and several of these volumes have been read through and checked. 

A system has been devised to record miscellaneous furniture and other objects 
which will either be eventually disposed of by the Gallery or will be used by the Gal>- 
lery for Membership teas and receptions. Only utilitarian objects with a value of 
$50,00 or more will be accessioned. Utilitarian objects of lesser value will be listed 
but not accessioned. 

Objects which may be called works of art, but which the Gallery plans to sell 
eventually will be given accession numbers, but they will have only the two types of 
identifying file cards and will not have accession sheets. 


New accession sheets were ordered and received, and compared to those for¬ 


merly used, they are somewhat simpler in form and the paper is of a heavier and more 
lasting quality. They are being used for current accessioning. 

The volume of work on the project has recently been curtailed, since Mr. 
Thomas Downing is no longer employed part time by the Gallery, and Mrs. Brown, now

now solely in charge, has been assisting with other Gallery projects and will be 
working for The Women*s Committee for the Ball for six weeks this spring. 

KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION 

Representing the first of ten pieces of French tapestry covered furniture 
due to be cleaned and repaired, three armchairs are now being treated by Neshan 
Hintlian. 

In reference to his projected article on the 13th century French stained 
glass window in the Clark Collection, Philippe Verdier, Curator of Decorative Arts 
at the Walters Gallery, reports that he is amassing evidence to show that the window 
came from Soissons Cathedral, France, and that another section of this window is in 
the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum in Boston. 

Dr. Elizabeth Dhanens, Provincial Inspector, West Flanders, Belgium, has 
submitted for the attention of the Gallery an article on the W. A. Clark drawing, 
until now, attributed to Bernard Van Orley, in which she has gathered evidence to prove 
it is by Jan van Roome, alias van Brussel, and is the design for one of a series of 
ten tapestries dealing with the story of David and Bathsheba, which are in the Cluny 
Museum in Paris. 

Treatment by the Gallery Restorer of the English portrait of Isabella 
DLAlmida has revealed the signature H. Barron, 1769 . Hugh Barron, c. 1745-1791, was 
a student of Sir Joshua Reynolds, to whom the painting was mistakenly attributed for 
many years.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following report 
covering the period January 1st through March 31st, 1958: 

Because of heavy snow storms a series of leaks developed in the 
roof throughout the building. The maintenance staff was able to repair a good 
part of the damage, but in the Clark Wing where the glass panes had actually slip¬ 
ped in their casings - a perennial problem - the Mathy Roofing Company was called 
in for repairs. The cost of this job is not yet known. Since leaks have stained 
the walls of gallery 76, it has been decided to redecorate that room this year if 
the budget permits it. Immer and Company have submitted an estimate of $720.00 to 
refinish the room with sheet rock in the manner in which this company treated gall¬ 
eries 73 and 77 last year. 

Following the roof repairs all inside gutters of the glass roof and 
all sky lights were vacuum cleaned.

The installation schedule during this period has been unusually heavy. 

The 12th Annual Area Exhibition was removed from the atrium and the adjacent galleries 
to make room for the three one-man exhibitions of works by Alexander Calder, Abraham 
Rattner and Hugo Robus which were set up in the north atrium, and galleries 30 and 
42 respectively. All three showings were given considerable attention in the way of 
installation and special lighting effects. Following the eventual dismantling of these 
three exhibitions 12 Years of Italian Painting and the 4th International Hallmark Art 
Award were hung in succession in the atrium. 

Towards the end of this period all concerted efforts were directed to¬ 
wards the installation of the exhibition Living Today . All works of art were removed 
from galleries 62, 63, 64, 65, 66 and 67. A great many panels, platforms, pedestals, 
etc. were constructed and erected in these rooms after the pylons hitherto used for 
display areas had been taken away. Besides all the carpentry, painting and electrical 
work involved, the receiving and cataloguing of the several hundred items to be displayed 
demanded a considerable amount of time. 

The Camelia Society of Washington repeated their generous gesture of last 
year and planted five additional camelia plants and six azalea bushes on either side of 
the main entrance. The Society has pledged itself to the upkeep of these plants. 

To improve the general appearance of the main entrance and create a good 
first impression on the public, it would be desirable to replace the existing home-made 
wooden doors. The Charles H. Tompkins Company was asked to submit a tentative, estimate 
on removing the present doors and installing glass and aluminum doors. The complete job, 
including the necessary electrical work for proper lighting would come to approximately 
$6,000 depending on the materials used and the complexity of design. 








Negotiations with the General Services Administration on renting part 
of the ground floor areas to the Government were discontinued when it appeared that 
the cost of the Administration’s demands for additional plumbing, electrical work, and 
refurbishing would exceed the expected income from such a lease. 

No word has been forthcoming from the Trustees of The Textile Museum of 
the District of Columbia regarding their possible use of space in the first floor. The 
matter may be considered dormant.
